AN OUTLET FOR 
ALBERTA COAL 


Government Bending Every 
Effort to Supplant U.S. 
Product in Canada 
Canadian Preee 

OTTAWA, April 6—‘‘The 
government is bending every 
effort to supplant American an- 
thracite in the markets of Cen- 
tral Canada,’’ Hon. Charles 
Stewart, ~ minister of mines, 
stated in the House of Commons 
Thursday afternoon in support- 
ing the second reading of a bill 
to encourage the production of 
domestic fuel and coal mined ‘in 
Canada. The bill provides for 
government assistance in the 


building of coking plants. 

Mr. Stewart pointed out that the 
bill carried out a recommendation 
of the Duncan report on the Mari- 
times. 

The bill would also aid in en- 
couraging the. use of Alberta coal 
as far Bast as Winnipeg. 

Garland Measure 

rE. J.° Garland, (U.F.A., Bow 
River), said he was opposed to the 
principle of the bill which would in- 
volve commitments amounting to 
possibly $9,000,000.. It proposed to 
set up one more subsidy among the 
many “which bear down on the 
backs of the taxpayera.” He did not 
think that it would benefit Alberta 
coal and’ ‘termed the legislation “as 
vicious a piece of legislation as ever 
could have been offered by the 
Tory party”. 

It was not economically feasible 
to operate coke ovens except in 
places where there was a market for 
gas, Mr. Garland said. Where there 
was such a market, then coke ovens 
were financially successful and did 
not need a subsidy. 

To Use Water Route 

Mr. Stewart interjected to point 
out that this was oniy in case Nova 
Scotia's coal was used in all the 
plants of Ontario, whereas, as a 
matter of fact, the bill did not pro- 
vide for the use of Marittme fuel 
farther weet than Ottawa. It would 
not ‘be economical to carry Maritime 
coal farther west. Mr. Garland re- 
plied that this. bore out his conten- 
tion that what should be done was 
to give relief in railway rates on coal 
rather than subsidy on coke. Mr. 
Stewart said railway rates did not 
play a very big part in bringing coal 
from Nova Scotia to Ottawa because 
it was carried on boats as far as 
Montreal,
